The puff-balls, sliced, fried 
with egg and « few bread crumbs aad due 
berbse, present no distant resemblance to a 
very fine omelette. Another species, called

| Another furnishes an excellent substitate for 
| sweet breads. The English cookery books 
abound lu recipes for dressing these diferent 
forms of fungi, in every way, no less than a 
lundred récipes being found io’some of them. 
It is, of course, well Lo be careful in regard to 
the use of mushrovns in this country, and 
_ where @re is reasonable doubt it is best to 
abstain from them altogether. It is said to be 
perfectiy possible by means of simple aad in- 
telligible iustructions to distinguish between 
the noxious aud useful kinds, though we shall 
| pot attempt bere to give the rules which are 
publisbed on this subject, for fear of leading 
some of our readers luto difficulty.
